Flasher sought after 
exposing himself near 
school 

POLICE have launched an investigation after a flasher exposed himself to 
three people near a school in Cowbridge recently. 

All of the incidents happened on the footpath between Cowbridge Comprehensive School and 
the town centre. 

Officers, who are urging the public to be vigilant and report any suspicious activity, revealed 
the first incident was reported on January 6 and the most recent at around 9.30am on January 31. 

The victim of the first incident reported a man in his 30s acting strangely on the footpath before 
disappearing down a side street. 

As the victim walked past, the man, who was wearing a red checked shirt with a jumper over the 
top, was exposing himself. 

During last Friday’s incident, two victims were walking towards the school when someone 
shouted to attract their attention. 


They then saw a white man with jeans around his ankles.

Veganuary: ‘base 
your dietary 
choices on the 
real facts’ 

I N reply to Mr Huntley’s letter of January 
23 Matthew Glover, who created Veganuary 
in 2014, stated that farmers and vegans had 
much in common, such as a love of nature. 

Both sides need to work together to solve the 


problems facing the climate. 

I understand why people directly involved in the 
declining livestock industry react against Veganu¬ 
ary, which they may well see as a threat, responding 
with multimillion pound advertising campaigns. 

The NHS and the British Dietetic Association 
state that a carefully considered vegan diet provides 
all the nutrients required for a healthy balanced diet. 
Venus Williams, Lewis Hamilton, Tom Brady and 
Novak Djokovic among others have all recognised 
the benefits of a vegan diet. 

Deforestation causes include logging, livestock 
and crop production; 60% of global biodiversity loss 
is down to meat based diets (WWF). 

Almond milk is an interesting example of water 
use. In its production, a cup of it uses 38 litres of 
water whereas a cup of cow’s milk uses 242. 

A higher percentage of UK crop land is used for 
animal feed than for direct human consumption. 

It was reported in 2018 that 37% of supplement¬ 
ary animal feeds are imported into the UK and local 
farmers have used barley to fatten cattle. 

Choosing locally produced food will reduce food 
miles. Unfortunately, food miles also include the 
export of products which needs to be taken into 
consideration. 

In the UK, Welsh food is produced to high 
standards and Welsh meat has the lowest carbon 
footprint in the UK, when compared to other meat 
production, but remember that fruit and vegetables 
are also produced locally. 

I became vegan in 1996; for me the ethical and 
environmental considerations are important. Study 
the scientific evidence on both sides of the argument 
and make up your own mind - I did.

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Bank announces shock 


closure of town centre branch 



DOORS to Lloyds Bank in Cowbridge are set to shut 
for good along with nearly 60 other branches across 
the UK, it has been revealed. 

Bosses at Lloyds Banking Group - which also owns Halifax 
and the Bank of Scotland - announced it was shutting 56 branches 
between April and October this year. 

Cowbridge’s Lloyds Bank, which is one of just three set to close 
in Wales, will stop serving customers on Monday, May 11. 

A bank spokesman insisted the company would be looking 
at re-deploying employees in other branches in a bid to avoid 
redundancies. 

The closures are happening in response to changing customer 
behaviour and the move towards online banking. 

It’s understood nearly 80 per cent of personal customers in 
Cowbridge are already using other branches and other ways to 
bank such as online and over the phone. 

The spokesman said: “We have made the difficult decision 
to close Cowbridge on May 11, 2020 due to the changing ways 
customers choose to bank with us, which means the branch is 
being used less often. 

“We are sorry for any inconvenience this may cause.” 

And he added: “Customers can continue to bank locally by 
visiting the nearby Post Office, which is less than half a mile away 


from the branch. 

“The nearest alternative branch is Llantwit Major.” 

South Wales Central AM Andrew RT Davies has slammed the 
announcement that the town’s branch will be closing. 

He warned that many people and businesses rely on the bank’s 
services and has requested an urgent meeting with bank bosses to 
talk about the impact closure will have. 

Mr Davies said: “I am deeply concerned and bitterly disap¬ 
pointed that Lloyds have become the latest bank to announce they 
are closing their Cowbridge branch. 

“It provides vital services for local people and businesses, and I 
fear for the impact the closure will have.” 

He added: “I have therefore requested an urgent meeting with 
Lloyds bosses to discuss their decision and urge them to think 
again.” 

The bank’s Colwyn Bay and Mumbles Swansea branches will 
also be closing. 

Vale AM Jane Hurt said after visiting the town’s branch this 
week: “Lloyds Bank has been a prominent feature of Cowbridge 
High Street serving customers and businesses with a team of 
dedicated, skilled, experienced staff. 

“I am meeting bank chiefs to express my deep opposition to 
this closure which is detrimental to the people and businesses of 
Cowbridge.”

And he added: “I appreciate the 
incidents will have caused concern 
locally, especially given the prox¬ 
imity to the comprehensive school, 
however I would urge people not 
to panic and rather to remain vig¬ 
ilant. Please report any suspicious 
behaviour, no matter how insignif¬ 
icant it may seem, to us so that we 
can fully investigate.”

PC Jamie Williamson, 
who is investigating the 
incidents, said: “These 
were distressing incidents 
for the young victims con¬ 
cerned and we are taking 
their reports extremely 
seriously. 

“A number of enquiries are 
underway, and we are urging any¬ 
one with any information which 
could assist our investigation, to 
come forward.”

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accused of ‘interfering and 
scaremongering’ 


ACCUSATIONS of “interfering and scaremongering” 
have been lodged against Vale of Glamorgan MP Alun 
Cairns after he voiced his opinion on the local authority’s 
town centre car parking proposals. 

Leader of the Vale of Glamorgan Council, Neil Moore, hit out at the 
member of parliament this week after Mr Cairns claimed the authority 
wasn’t going to consider a parking report - despite promising to do so. 

He said the council’s delay at looking at the report - which was 
expected to recommend charging motorists to park in the area’s town 
centres - raised questions over whether the council was going to spike 
the plans or not. 

Mr Cairns, an avid campaigner against town centre charges, said 
charges would be another nail in the coffin for town centres and called 
on the council to confirm its position. 

He insisted the council should not “dither or delay” on making a 
decision to put local businesses at ease. 

But Cllr Moore urged Mr Cairns to stop focusing on photo opportuni¬ 
ties and trying to get into the newspapers and instead “turn his attention 
to actually doing what he is paid for.” 

He told The GEM: “Mr Cairns is once again interfering with the work 
of this Council, where he has absolutely no responsibility. 

“It Is also a disgrace that he continues to pretend he has an influence 
over decisions the Vale of Glamorgan Council makes and continues to 
promote himself, as someone who has been at the forefront of projects 
and regeneration carried out by the Council, when he has not.” 

Cllr Moore said: “The MP now claims that the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council Cabinet was to discuss the potential car parking charges this 
month. 

“Where this has come from I have no idea, as it isn’t on the cabinet 
work programme. What I have said is that I would bring it forward in 
2020 and I will do so, but only when we have a proposal that addresses 
all issues! 

“Mr Cairns claims that the Council will recommend the introduction 
of car parking charges across the Vale. 

He has no knowledge of what will or won’t be proposed and he is 
simply scaremongering. 

His comments are ‘rich’ coming from an MP who has supported the 
reductions in public services’ budgets, imposed by his Conservative 
Government. Using his Prime Minister ‘Brexit’ soundbite, he also 
claims that this admi ni stration has dithered and delayed, when it has 


not!” 

The leader added: “There isn’t a simple solution to car parking and to 
suggest otherwise is disingenuous. 

“We know that availability of adequate car parking can seriously affect 
the success of local businesses, which is why last May we announced that 
there would be no on-street parking charges in the Vale. 

“That commitment stands and we are now exploring options for best 
use of our car parks. 

“Our first port of call to discuss those proposals will be with local 
businesses and certainly not Mr Cairns. 

“We categorically recognise the importance of our Town Centres, 
which is why we have a wide range of events and initiatives to support 
them, rather than just using them for publicity photos, as the MP does. 

“I suggest that Mr Cairns’ continuous unfounded press releases and 
photo opportunities are totally unconnected to his actual job. 

“I would suggest our local MP turns his attention to actually doing 
what he’s paid for. Perhaps, an example might be that Mr Cairns should 
concentrate on helping the public sector, as we have been hit by ten years 
of massive austerity imposed by his Government and not denigrating 
Local Government. “ 

Mr Cairns said: “Businesses across the Vale are terrified about car 
parking charges. My priority is to support those at risk and their custom¬ 
ers and I will make no apology for doing so. 

“Vale councillors and officers have been obsessed for years over 
introducing car parking charges but have backed down on public reaction 
each time. 

“We all know they kill town centres, at a time when retail businesses 
are under pressure from internet competitors. Last year they said that 
they would consider the issue in January. We’re ow in February and its 
about time that they made a statement to put local shopkeepers and their 
customers at ease. 

“In terms of finance, I secured a settlement where Wales receives £120 
for every £100 spent in England. A fair funding settlement means that 
we shouldn’t have to pay to park in the Vale.”

A NEW memorial area 
- intended for the ashes 
of loved ones - could be 
created in Cowbridge 
Cemetery, depending 
on the response to a 
public consultation. 

Cowbridge with 

Llanblethian Town Council 
is considering setting aside 
a crematorium memorial 
area in the Limes Cemetery. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“With limited burial capacity 
remaining and the inability to 
find and secure suitable burial 
land either within the parish 
or outside, means the council 
needs to think about ways to 
appropriately maximise burial 
capacity within its existing site. 

“As such the town council 
would like to ask the residents 
of Cowbridge their thoughts on 
the installation of a memorial 
tree. The Mayor will be holding 
a coffee morning this Saturday, 
February 8, at the Lesser Hall 
between 10am and 12.30pm, 
where pictures and further 
information will be available.”

LLANTWIT Major Town Council has 
decided not to ask for more money from 
its council taxpayers next year. 

Any council tax bill in the Vale, of course, con¬ 
tains three elements, the Vale Council (the largest), 
the South Wales Police precept, and then the precept 
raised by local town and community councils. 

Llantwit Major’s precept last year was £59.20, 
and Cllr David Foster, the chair of the council’s 
finance committee told The GEM that it would not 
be going up. 

He said: “We provide many and diverse facilities 
in the town to a high standard. The council provides 
more services than any other town or community 
council in the Vale area and is one of the most active 
town councils in Wales. 

“This year we have extended the Sports Pavilion 
at the Bowls Club and refurbished the Tennis 


Courts. We have also made considerable contribu¬ 
tions for the exceptional Christmas lights. 

“We have been able to do this by winning 
substantial grants from various bodies and working 
closely with the clubs themselves, who have also 
made contributions. 

“Next year, we will not be standing still and are 
working to see floodlights at the tennis courts, while 
making improvements to the Llantonian Hall and 
the Old School. Our ancient buildings, the cemetery 
and extensive recreation facilities require constant 
attention but through efficient and creative financial 
management by our staff, we are able to give good 
value for money to the people of Llantwit and will 
not require an increase in council tax. That is not to 
say that bills will stay the same, as the Vale Council 
and the Police are set to increase the council tax 
you pay.”

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Council 
makes plans 
to cope with 
grass growing 
all year round 

THE Vale Council says that milder 
winters mean that grass will need to be 
cut more often. 

However, a eouneil spokesperson said that it 
would be done at no extra cost due to a ‘commu¬ 
nity benefit’ agreement with the contractors. 

A Vale Council spokesperson said: “There are 
27 playparks in the Vale that will benefit from 
additional grass cutting during the winter, thanks 
to the community benefit agreement. 

“Countrywide Grounds Maintenance currently 
undertake the council’s amenity grass-cutting. As 
part of their contract, they have pledged to offer 
staff and machinery free of charge to help maintain 
the playpark grounds during the off-season. 

“This will ensure that the sites are still usable 
for families and children throughout the winter.” 

The council says that milder climates mean that 
grass no longer stops growing during the winter. 
However, council resources traditionally limit 
the grass-cutting season to between March and 
October. 

The Community Benefit scheme ensures that 
any contract put out by the council asks for any 
‘added value’ that the contract would bring to the 
authority and community, above the basic work 
that is being undertaken. 

The cabinet member for neighbourhood services 
and transport, Clh Peter King, said: “The service 
that Countrywide provide is a valuable addition to 
the year round work our parks team undertakes and 
we are incredibly grateful to them. 

“Many of our parks have benefitted from state- 
of-the-art upgrades in recent years, and the service 
will help ensure that these green spaces can be 
enjoyed all year round.”

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Challenge to church 
school expansion fails 


Pupils were inspired 
to help Australia 


THE National Secular Society (NSS) has 
been refused permission for a judicial 
review against the Vale Council over the 
expansion of a Church in Wales faith 
school. 

The NSS supported James Brunt, a loeal parent, 
who attempted to ehallenge a decision to expand 
St David’s Church in Wales Primary School in the 
village of Colwinston. 

The expansion will see the school move to a 
new site previously earmarked for a possible new 
school. 

The Welsh Government and Vale Council are 
due to give buildings and land worth £4.2m to the 
Church in Wales for free. 

In May 2019, the Vale Council said that the 
land used for the new school building would be 
transferred to the diocese, as is the case with other 
Church in Wales schools. 

However, the council insisted that it would 
retain ownership of other land on the site. 

The NSS and Mr Brunt argued that the council: 

• Failed to consider the impact of its decision on 
families of other faiths and no religion. 

• Used an irrational methodology to predict 
future demand for Church in Wales school places. 

An NSS spokesman said: “The Vale Council 
calculated that demand for Church in Wales places 
would be 52% of the total requirement generated 
by new local housing developments (69 out of 132 
primary places). 

“In doing so, the council simply used existing 
provision as a proxy for determining future need 
- taking no account of actual levels of religious 
observance in the area.” 

But at a permission hearing at Civil and Family 
Justice Centre in Cardiff last week. Justice Swift 
said the local authority’s approach was “legally 
permissible”. 

The NSS argues that the decision means new 
pupil places will be in a religious school that 
emphasises “the importance of prayer, worship and 
Christian teaching” and discriminates in admis¬ 
sions against children from non-Christian families. 

The Vale Council argued in May last year that 
children from all faiths are welcome to apply 
for the school, although it agrees that Christian 
children would get priority should the school be 
over-subscribed. 

NSS chief executive Stephen Evans said the 
decision not to grant permission for the review was 
“deeply frustrating”. 

He said: “It’s concerning that faith schools are 
being opened and expanded with little evidence 
of current or future demand for them. The Vale 
Council’s decision will lead to a growing number 
of non-Christians being left with no option other 
than a Church in Wales school. 

“The state is effectively forcing children into 
faith schools. This undermines parental rights and 
pupils’ freedom to develop their own beliefs, free 
from religious influence. 

“Politicians should not entrench and expand 
faith schooling without regard for the impact on 


or suitability for families, and the judicial system 
should ensure they are held to account when they 
do.” 

James Brunt said: “It is highly disappointing 
that the council, by its own admission, without any 
reference to religious demographics whatsoever, 
and without any attempt to predict future demand, 
has decided to increase the provision of faith 
school places in the Vale of Glamorgan. 

“This is considerably more frustrating as the 
Western Vale, at 41%, has a significantly higher 
prevalence of faith school provision at a primary 
level than any other local authority in Wales; but 
a level of Christianity, as measured by the last 
census, that is virtually identical to the national 
average. 

“Plainly, and without considerable effort, one 
can easily contend that the provision of faith 
schools in the Western Vale is already dispropor¬ 
tionately high, and that any argument for addi¬ 
tional community school places is, after all, rather 
well-founded.” 

A Vale Council spokesperson said: “We wel¬ 
come last week’s decision regarding our plans to 
replace the current St David’s Church In Wales 
Primary School building on its existing site in 
Colwinston. 

“This school has been included in the council’s 
21st Century Schools Programme of investment 
to meet the anticipated future demand for Church 
in Wales education as well as addressing the poor 
condition and suitability of the existing buildings. 

“Recent and proposed housing developments 
in the western Vale have resulted in increased 
demand for educational services and the council 
has a statutory duty to secure sufficient school 
places both in number and character. 

“Schools with a religious designation, such as 
St David’s are expected to provide an environ¬ 
ment which offers good-quality pastoral care and 
ensures inclusion of all children regardless of faith, 
providing education for learners from both the 
local neighbourhood and the wider community. 

“The anticipated cost of the new school is just 
over £4 million, with 85% of its funding coming 
from Welsh Government and the remaining 15% 
being funded by the Council. The council’s contri¬ 
bution will not be paid for by the taxpayer but from 
Section 106 contributions received from housing 
developers. 

“As is the case with all other voluntary aided 
schools, the land that the new building occupies 
would be transferred to the diocese. The remaining 
land on the site, including the land currently 
occupied by the existing building, would remain 
under the ownership of the Vale Council. 

“St David’s CIW Primary School recruitment 
and admissions policies are inclusive. Job applica¬ 
tions are welcomed from all irrespective of gender, 
ethnicity, attainment, disability, cultural, social or 
linguistic background. 

“Applications from children actively involved 
in a Christian or other faith community are given 
priority if the number of applications exceeds the 
number of places available.”

Pubs urged to avoid 
TV Licence penalty 
during Six Nations

IT was celebrations all round as the cast of the 
hit Barry-based show Gavin & Stacey scooped up 
a prestigious accolade at the National Television 
Awards last week. 

Show writers Ruth Jones and James Corden treated fans to a 
festive instalment of the popular TV series at Christmas nearly 
a decade after the series ended. 

Some 18.5 million people tuned in to watch the Christmas 
Day special, making it the BBC’s biggest TV show to date. 

And the festive special’s success was marked last week 
with Sir Tom Jones and singer Ollie Murs presenting the cast 
with the Impact Award at the glitzy television ceremony last 
Tuesday. 


The Impact Award isn’t handed out regularly, having only 
been presented three times since 2015. 

Ruth Jones, who plays Nessa in the show, accepted the gong 
in character alongside her co-stars including Rob Brydon, 
Alison Steadman, Larry Lamb and Mathew Home. 

James Corden, who plays Smithy, didn’t attend the cere¬ 
mony because of his work commitments in America. 

Many fans were left disappointed as they thought Jones 
would use the special occasion to announce that Gavin & 
Stacey would be returning once more. 

She has said in the past that there are currently no plans 
to write another series, or one-off special, but admitted she 
wouldn’t mle out a return at some point. 


TV Licensing is advising all 
publicans to check they are 
correctly covered by a TV 
licence if they plan to show 
live matches. 

Rugby fans across Wales will pack 
into pubs over the course of five 
weekends to watch the home nations 
in action and visiting officers will also 
be touring unlicensed venues through¬ 
out the tournament. All businesses 
need to be covered by a valid TV 
licence if staff, customers or visitors 
watch or record live programmes on 
any TV channel or service (includ¬ 
ing online), or download or watch 
BBC programmes on iPlayer. This 
applies to any device provided by the 
business. 

Those found to be showing live 
games without a valid licence could 
end up in the sin bin as they mn the 
risk of a court prosecution and fine of 
up to £1,000 per offence, plus costs. 
In the last three years, TV Licensing 
enquiry officers visited more than 
44,0001 businesses across the UK, 
including pubs, takeaway restaurants 
and sports clubs, to confirm if they 
were correctly licensed. 

A TV licence costs £154.50 and 
can be purchased in minutes via an 
online form at www.tvlicensing.co.uk/ 
businessinfo or by calling the TV 
Licensing business team on 0300 790 
6112. Spokesperson for TV Licensing 
in Wales, Ellen Leach-Hutchings, 
said: “The majority of pubs are cor¬ 
rectly licensed to show live sport for 
their customers, and we’ll be dropping 


in on establishments that we know are 
not, so our advice to landlords is to 
check whether they’re covered rather 
than risk being caught red-handed.” 

Steven Alton of the British Institute 
of Innkeeping (BII), the leading pro¬ 
fessional body for UK’s licensees, 
said: “Watching sport in the pub is 
a great British tradition, and we are 
sure the Six Nations will prove no 
different. However, together with TV 
Licensing, we always like to remind 
licensees that they must have a current 
TV licence in order to publicly show 
live sport legally.” 

A business address needs to be cov¬ 
ered by a licence if staff, customers or 
visitors watch or record programmes 
as they’re being shown on TV, on any 
channel; watch or stream programmes 
live on an online TV service (such as 
ITV Hub, All 4, YouTube, Amazon 
Prime Video, Now TV, Sky Go, etc.); 
download or watch any BBC pro¬ 
grammes on iPlayer. 

This applies to any device, includ¬ 
ing a TV, desktop computer, laptop, 
mobile phone, tablet, games console, 
digital box or DVD/VHS recorder. 

Businesses may also need a licence 
if staff, customers or visitors: use their 
own devices that are plugged into the 
mains, or use their own devices not 
plugged into the mains, and are not 
covered by a licence at their home 
address. 

If there is living accommodation 
on the premises where a TV is also in 
use, this must be covered by a separate 
licence.

PM delivers biggest 
police funding boost 
in a decade 


THE Prime Minister has delivered 
the biggest increase in funding for 
the police in a decade, boosting budg¬ 
ets for forces across the UK. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, who stood on the 
promise of extra money for police services, says 
this will help to keep the Vale safe and support 
the recruitment of 20,000 extra police officers. 
The UK Government is enabling an increase in 
funding for the policing system of up to £1.1 
billion for 2020/21, the biggest increase in a 
decade which will allow recruitment of the first 
6,000 of the 20,000 additional police officers 
promised, by the end of March 2021. 

South Wales Police will directly benefit from 
a cash increase of £21.1 million, as the budget 
rises to £312.4 million for 2020/21 from £291.3 
million the previous year. 

Mr Cairns said: “At the General Election, I 


stood on a manifesto pledge to increase fimding 
for the police and I am delighted that this 
is being delivered at the earliest opportunity. 
Keeping our communities safe is one of our 
biggest priorities and the recruitment of extra 
officers will play a significant role in this.” 

The Conservative Government also introduce 
measures to keeping the public safe from the 
worst criminals by ensuring offenders receive 
the appropriate punishments, ordering an urgent 
review into sentences for violent and sexual 
offenders. This includes, extending the Unduly 
Lenient Sentence Scheme so more victims can 
appeal the sentences offenders receive. 

The Government said they will stop the 
automatic release of the most serious offenders 
at the half way point of their sentence, toughen 
up terror sentencing and ensure life means life 
for child murderers.

CARDIFF and Vale College’s approach 
to treating everyone with fairness and 
respect has won it a UK-wide award from 
the National Centre for Diversity. 

CAVC’s commitment to fairness, respeet, equal¬ 
ity, diversity, inclusion and engagement (FREDIE) 
was recognised by the National Centre for Diversity 
at its annual awards. The College has also moved 
from 15th to 12th in the centre’s UK Top 100 
Index, determined by the results of surveys and 
organisations with acereditation by the National 
Centre for Diversity. 

It referred to the College’s REACH-i- initiative, 
which provides a eentral hub for those learning 
English for speakers of other languages (ESOL) 
whieh has signifieantly improved delivery of the 
right eourses to the right people and cut waiting 
lists. 

The initial REACH programme was such a 
success that the Welsh Government has rolled it out 
across Wales, combined with a ReStart Refugee 
Integration project to provide support in a one-stop 


shop. 

Judges also commended CAVC for launehing an 
ESOE Health and Cancer Awareness Resouree in 
partnership with the Velindre Cancer Centre and 
Publie Health Wales. 

The College is well placed to reach out to black, 
Asian and minority ethnic (BAME) communities 
across the region. Researeh has found that people 
from these communities are less likely to take 
part in national eancer screening programmes and 
have lower levels of awareness of caneer signs and 
symptoms; the resouree addresses that. 

Cardiff and Vale College Principal Kay Martin 
said: “We are thrilled to have won this award for 
our ongoing eommitment to ensuring that all of the 
eommunities the College serves feel respeeted and 
included.

‘Six Nations must remain 
free on TV,’ says MP 


LOCAL MP Chris Elmore has joined 
a group of his Welsh Labour colleagues 
in calling on the UK Government to 
ensure the Six Nations rugby tournament 
remains on free-to-view TV channels. 

The group believe viewing figures eould “erash” 
if the matehes are aired via digital subscription 
services in the future. From 2021, a share of the 
rights to the tournament is set to be held by CVC 
Capital Partners and is likely to be packaged in with 
autumn internationals and summer tours and be at 
least partially behind a paywall. 

Chris Elmore said: “Rugby is the lifeblood of 


many of our communities, whether that be on the 
piteh, in our pubs, or in living rooms aeross the 
country. We must ensure that everyone across our 
country retains the right to watch Wales in this 
annual highlight on the sporting calendar. 

“The UK Government must do more to prevent 
our national sports being hidden further and further 
behind paywalls. We know who this hurts most: 
those communities who are worse off. After a dee- 
ade of cruel Tory euts, the least people can expect 
is to be able to watch their national team in the Six 
Nations for free.” 

UK Government Ministers are yet to reply.

TWELVE walkers and Bruno the dog 
joined Robin and his new pup Biggies 
from Penarth and District Ramblers 
at the Gower and set off through the 
dunes to Rhossili Bay in dry but overcast 
weather.

from graee when it was diseovered he had forged 
poems and manuseripts, but he is mostly admired 
for founding the Gorsedd of Bards Cymm in a 
ceremony eondueted at Primrose Hill in London on 
June 21, 1792. 

A path beside the River Thaw led them below the 
flyover and over boardwalks before boggy meadows 
led them to Aberthin Road. Walking to Stalling 
Down, they paused to admire a standing stone eom- 
memorating the first Gorsedd, before erossing the 
A48 and ascending to the Clump, where hangings 
are said to have taken plaee in days gone by. 

After viewing the monument to the Glamorgan 
Yeomanry which lists its battle honours, a muddy 
and wet path brought them into St Hilary, past the 
12th eentury chureh from where some beautiful 
singing was emanating. A lane led them to Bluebell 
Wood and New Beaupre, where they paused to allow 
a farmer to herd his floek of sheep into a field so they 
could be seanned by the vet to see how many were in 
lamb, before continuing to Llanblethian where they 
spied a Little Egret and some dueks. 

Then, crossing the river and elimbing to the ruined 
St Quentin’s Castle, whieh afforded them some 
shelter from a heavy shower, a descent led them into 
the Physic Garden with its medicinal plants, through 
Old Hall Gardens and baek into Cowbridge.

Nurse wins national 
Marie Curie award 


Check for light pollution

MARIE Curie Nurse Sam Clements 
has won a national award for the care 
he provides to those living with a ter¬ 
minal illness, at Marie Curie’s annual 
Peacock Awards held last night at the 
Royal College of Nursing in London. 

Sam Clements, Outpatients & Day Therapy 
Nurse Manager at the Marie Curie Hospice, 
Cardiff and the Vale, won in the innovation 
category, recognising his launch of an Advanced 
Care Planning Cafe at the hospice. 

Advanced Care Planning is important to help 
avoid unnecessary admissions to A&E at the end 
of life, and to support people to remain at home. 
Having been involved in a Death Cafe, Sam used 


a similar model to launch the Advanced Care 
Planning Cafe, creating a positive and protective 
environment for patients and carers to speak 
about their future plans. 

The nationwide awards were set up in partner¬ 
ship with The Peacock Charitable Trust, who are 
a long-standing supporter of Marie Curie. 

The awards celebrate both teams and individu¬ 
als nominated by their colleagues for consistently 
showing commitment to delivering the best care 
to people living with a terminal illness and sup¬ 
port for their family and friends.

Help wanted to gather evidence 
for a sustainable future 


A REPORT by Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) starts to scope out the potential 
for transformative changes to the way 
we live, to ensure that our natural envi¬ 
ronment will be able to sustain us in the 
future. 

NRW is gathering evidence for its second State 
of Natural Resources Report (SoNaRR), due to 
be published in December 2020. The report is 
Wales’ national evidence base for natural resources, 
ecosystem resilience and wellbeing. It will be used 
to inform action and decisions across Wales through 
such routes as Area Statements and the Natural 
Resources policy. 

An interim report outlines evidence from the 
United Nations on the linked nature and climate 
emergencies. The UN are calling for ‘transformative 
changes’ to society and the economy to deal with 
these emergencies and the report describes some 
examples of the type of action which could be taken. 
Help is needed to gather the evidence for Wales 
around two emergencies - Green Inlfastmcture and 
the Circular Economy - and the options to address 
them. 

Mike Evans, NRW’s Head of Knowledge and 
Evidence said: “Wales is facing a climate and nature 
emergency. We need to gather information about 
how society increases the pace and scale of action 
to face these two challenges and prompt change 
by decision makers across Wales and across all 
sectors.” 

Climate change, pollution of air, freshwaters 
and seas, the loss and fragmentation of habitats to 


development and changes in land use, the intro¬ 
duction and spread of invasive species, pests and 
diseases and the increasing demands of the human 
population to provide food, energy and raw mate¬ 
rials impact on biodiversity. The Interim Report 
draws on evidence in the State of Nature Report 
2019, which found that 41% of the UK’s species 
have declined in the past 50 years and 8% of species 
found in Wales are at risk of extinction. The natural 
environment provides all the things we need to 
live and thrive: the air we breathe, the water we 
drink and the food we eat - much of which needs 
pollinating by insects, and the medicines we take. 
Wales’ use of natural resources from across the 
globe provides the raw materials and energy for 
our homes and industries. Our ecosystems can also 
protect us against environmental hazards, such as 
flooding, soil erosion and the impacts of climate 
change. They also provide employment and sustain 
communities. 

Mike Evans added: “Our wellbeing and that 
of future generations depends on both the natural 
resources we use. In SoNaRR, we need to gather 
evidence which can address the climate emergency 
and reverse the decline of nature - and we need your 
help to do this.” 

Lesley Grifliths, the Minister for Environment, 
Energy and Rural Affairs said: “If we are to over¬ 
come the present climate and nature emergencies, 
we will need our natural environment to be in the 
best possible condition so that ecosystems are 
resilient to the shocks they face from a changing 
climate, and that we maximise the protective power 
of nature on which our wellbeing relies.” 


THE Milky Way can still be seen high, 
almost overhead, sweeping upwards from 
the south-eastern horizon, down towards the 
north-western horizon. 

Ursa Major is about halfway from overhead towards 
the north-eastern horizon, and the ‘W’ of Cassiopeia 
appears to straddle the Milky Way halfway down towards 
the northern horizon. 

Dominating the southern sky is mighty Orion. 

Last month I described its brighter stars, and there has 
been a subtle change. In particular, the bright orange star, 
Betelgeux, at the top left, has faded. It is still visible to 
the naked eye, but something has happened: check out our 
Facebook page, www.Facebook.com/Barry-andDistrict- 
Astronomical-Society-1744319609188634/?FreF=ts and 
you will come across a ‘before and after’ photo, and the 
star has a ring around it to identify it. 

We know that one day, because of its size, Betelgeux 
will blow itself to bits in a supernova explosion, but what 
has caused this fade we are not really certain. 

We think it lies about 600 light years away and maybe 
as little as 8/10 million years old. But it is large, and 
we estimate that if it was placed in the Sun’s position 
Betelgeux would swallow Mercury, Venus, Earth, and 
Mars. 

Spend time looking below at the three close stars that 
make up the belt. With the naked eye you should see 
a faint patch of light (binoculars will bring out some 
detail). 

This is M42, a stellar nursery. Stars are being bom 
inside this vast nebula. We estimate that it lies around 
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1,000 light years away and could be up to 
30 light years across. Between Febmary 21 
and 28, the Campaign for Rural England, in 
conjunction with the British Astronomical 
Association’s Commission for Dark Skies, is 
holding a nationwide star count. Ignore the 
four comer stars and count how many stars 
inside the boundary you can see with the 
naked eye. Fewer than five, you have severe 
light pollution; under good skies you may see 
20 or more. 

Early evening is the time to locate the planet 
Venus, the Moon will help identify it on the 
27th in twilight. The Moon will lie close to 
the Hyades star cluster and the bright star 
Aldebaran in the constellation of Taums.

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Road group calls for progress on new 
roads in Barry and Dinas Powys 


A GROUP calling for improvements 
to roads in the eastern Vale is asking 
the Welsh Government and the Vale 
Council what progress is being made. 

The Bany to Cardiff Link Road Group 
has been eampaigning on this issue for some 
time, and a spokesman said: “The Welsh 
Government and Vale Couneil appear to be 
stalling infrastructure improvements at the 
same time the council is pushing forward 
with a huge quota of housing developments, 
despite the fact that its Local Development 
Plan (LDP) requires infrastructure improve¬ 
ments to cater for more housing. 

“Dinas Powys, Llandough, Lower Penarth, 
Cosmeston, Cog, Sully and parts of Barry 
could all become one big traffic jam unless 
the authorities find solutions that work for the 
whole area.” 

For more than four years the independent 
group has lobbied for suitable infrastructure 
to accompany nearly 4,000 new homes that 
are in various stages of construction or plan¬ 
ning along the A4055 and B4276 corridors 
between Barry Waterfront and Cardiff. 

The group says this will mean around 
12,000 extra road trips a day by 2025. This 
is indicated by studies carried out by three 
different Vale Council consultants over the 
last seven years. 

One of the heaviest increases is the stretch 
of the A4055 between Biglis and Gladstone 
roundabouts where morning traffic will 
increase by nearly 20% to a rate of 2,500 
vehicles an hour. 

Sully Moors Road will see an even greater 
increase of over 35%. 

The A4055 through Dinas Powys will 
increase by around 22% with the vehicle 
count going up to nearly 2,000 vehicles an 
hour at morning and afternoon peak times. 

The group say that in October 2016, the 
Welsh Government’s Finance and Transport 
Secretary, Ken Skates AM, acknowledged 
the need to sort out the transport problems 
through Dinas Powys. He instructed officers 
to work with their opposite numbers in the 
Vale on a study of the problem. He stated that 
whatever the solution, it would have to be 
fully funded. 

The five-stage Welsh Transport Appraisal 
Guidance (WelTAG) process began in 
February 2017 with the appointment of 
Arcadis Consultants. Three years later, the 
study hasn’t got past Stage 2. 

Last March, the Vale Cabinet was recom¬ 
mended to halt work on the benefits of an 
alternative by-pass option. This left a by-pass 
around Dinas Powys which would not prevent 
future gridlock from Biglis (MacDonalds) 
roundabout to the Gladstone tunnel rounda¬ 
bout in South Barry. 

“In 2017, Cllr Lis Burnett, the Deputy 


Leader of the Vale Council and Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration pointed out the 
domino-effect of just by-passing Dinas 
Powys,” said Rod Harrod, chair of the inde¬ 
pendent lobby group. 

“She stated improvements for Dinas Powys 
would only move the problem to the two 
ends - Merrie Harrier and Biglis roundabout. 

“Is that why work on Stage 2 of the 
study has virtually ground to a halt since the 
change of Leadership in the Vale Council? 
They don’t seem to want to even talk about 
alternatives.” 

Roger Pattenden, a retired civil engineer 
and also a member of the lobby group, said 
that WelTAG requires that all projects must 
include consultation with the public and 
end-users. 

“ft took the by-pass group to lobby the 
council to improve representation. I was 
elected by Dinas Powys Council to repre¬ 
sent the community on the WelTAG Review 
Group, but in three years, the Vale Council 
has only called two meetings of the review 
group, to which a disturbing number of repre¬ 
sentatives have failed to attend. 

“The second public consultation, where 
residents can be informed about the Stage 
2 Study has been put back until May - 
that’s more than three years after the first 
consultation. 

“More than 12 months ago, the Vale 
Council’s consultant Arcadis was asked to 
propose a solution to the already over-ca¬ 
pacity Merrie Harrier junction. In their 2013 
Highways Impact Assessment (HIA), con¬ 
sultants Capita Symonds indicated that traffic 
at this junction would be 400 per cent over 
capacity by 2026. 

“We’ve put forward various profession¬ 
ally-prepared options for the Merrie Harrier 
junction including a double-roundabout. 

“We have had discussions with officials 
at Llandough Hospital who have expressed 
a serious need for a second entrance to the 
hospital that has trebled in size in the last few 
years and continues to grow. 

“We also suggested an alternative by-pass 
route at the Barry end to relieve the whole of 
the A4055 up to Ffordd y Mileniwm.” 

Mr Pattenden explained that with a short 
connection to Sully Road, this route would 
also relieve Sully and the B4267 from extra 
traffic from the 1,750 homes planned or in 
progress along that corridor. 

Cllr Edward Jenkins said: “Both the Vale 
and Dinas Powys councils appear to be 
impressed solely by a statement from a local 
councillor that the majority of traffic causing 
the ever-increasing log-jams through Dinas 
Powys comes from and goes to the link road. 

“However, this does not fit with the traffic 
survey carried out as recently as 2018 by 
Arcadis. This shows that the figure is less than

a quarter of the traffic to or from Dinas Powys with the 
majority using the main road into and out of Barry. 

Earlier this month the Dinas Powys Council made a 
complete about-turn in its unanimous request to widen the 
study scope at the Barry end to allow the alternative route 
to be fully examined. 

“I cannot think of a time in the over 50 years that I’ve 
served the community both on councils and in other 
capacities when I felt more upset at the actions of my 
colleagues,” said Cllr Jenkins. 

“Apart from war time this is the biggest issue facing 
Dinas Powys ever. The Link Road Group seeks only 
to ensure all options are examined in accordance with 
WelTAG. 

“Others seem to want to prematurely decide the outcome 
before the public are even consulted,” said Rod Harrod. 

“This isn’t just going against WelTAG but also the 
Wellbeing of Future Generations Act 2015 that requires 


authorities to work, not only with each other, but with the 
public to prevent and tackle problems. 

“Options should be considered in the context of the 
whole Barry to Cardiff corridor. Otherwise, when any 
application for funding is put forward to the Welsh 
Government, the inability of the short by-pass option 
to provide a whole corridor solution may be used as an 
excuse to throw out any by-pass.” 

Emma Reed, the Vale Council’s Head of Neighbourhood 
Services and Transport, said: “After the council was 
unsuccessful in securing Welsh Government funding to 
complete the Welsh Transport Appraisal Guide stage 2 
process, it made more than £60,000 available to complete 
a study into potential transport improvements for Dinas 
Powys. 

“After this work has been completed in the next couple 
of months, cabinet will consider the best way forward.”

PARASITE (15, 132 mins) 

Thriller/Comedy/Horror/Romance. 
Song Kang-ho, Chang Hyae-jin, 
Choi Woo-shik, Park So-dam, Lee 
Sun-kyun, Cho Yeo-jeong, Jeong 
Ji-so, Jung Hyeon-jun, Lee Jung- 
eun, Park Seo-joon. Director: Bong 
Joon-ho. 

Released: February 7 (UK & 
Ireland, selected cinemas) 

Writer-director Bong Joon-ho 
mines a mother lode of deliciously 
cruel intentions in his wickedly 
entertaining, genre-bending satire, 
which is certain to convert some of 
its six Oscar nominations into golden 
statuettes. 

Careening wildly from slapstick 
and scabrous social commentary to 
full-blooded horror. Parasite glee¬ 
fully inhabits the cavernous divide 
between South Korea’s haves and 
have-nots. 

The script, co-written by Han 
Jin-won, lulls us into a false sense 
of security with a gently paced yet 
engrossing opening hour before 
Joon-ho tightens the screws on 
his desperate characters, setting in 
motion a jaw-dropping second act 
that leaves our nerves in tatters. 

The film-maker dissipates tension 
with staccato bursts of ghoulish 
humour but each belly laugh is 
soaked with bile - primal screams 
of despair at a world that repeatedly 
kicks the poor and disenfranchised 
when they are down. 

“Money is an iron” notes a mother 
on the wrong side of the class divide, 
who asserts that wealth smooths out 
life’s creases and would undoubtedly 
sweeten her malodorous disposition. 

With Joon-ho at the helm, any 
barbs are positioned with surgical 
precision to draw spurts of blood 
as the besieged protagonists stag¬ 
ger forlornly towards the brink of 
self-destruction. 

Wily patriarch Kim Ki-tek (Song 
Kang-ho) presides over a family 
of con artists, including his sharp- 
tongued wife Chung-sook (Chang 
Hyae-jin), mild-mannered son 
Ki-woo (Choi Woo-shik) and daugh¬ 
ter Ki-jung (Park So-dam). 

They live in a squalid basement 
apartment in a poor neighbourhood 
of Seoul with a prime view of 
drunken passers-by urinating in the 
street. 

The resourceful clan exploit free 
Wi-Fi to secure thankless jobs such 
as folding cardboard pizza delivery 
boxes. 

It’s an unedifying hand-to-mouth 
existence. 

Good fortune smiles unexpectedly 
on Ki-woo when good friend Min- 
hyuk (Park Seo-joon) recommends 
him as an English tutor for teenager 
Park Da-hae (Jeong Ji-so). 

Ki-woo falsifies his qualifications 
to impress Da-hae’s wealthy mother 
Yon-kyo (Cho Yeo-jeong) and father 


Dong-ik (Lee Sun-kyun). 

Once he has earned the couple’s 
misplaced trust, Ki-woo recommends 
a college friend called Jessica as an 
art therapist for Da-hae’s younger 
brother. Da-song (Jung Hyeon-jun). 

Sister Ki-jung arrives in the guise 
of Jessica and confidently passes 
off theories from the internet as 
her personal philosophy to unlock a 
child’s potential. 

Ki-tek and Chung-sook also seek 
positions under false pretences. 

However, the simmering suspi¬ 
cions of fashionable housekeeper 
Mun-kwang (Lee Jung-eun) threaten 
to expose the ingenious deception. 

Parasite is a lip-smacking delight, 
which divides our sympathy as moral 
compasses are wilfully ignored in 
pursuit of happiness. 

The light, airy, modernist splen¬ 
dour of the Park family residence 
becomes increasingly claustrophobic 
as characters are enslaved to their 
materialistic desires. 

Joon-ho retains masterful con¬ 
trol over every element including 
the abrupt changes of tone in a 
gob-smacking second hour that 
proves home is where the heartbreak 
is.

Robert Downey Jr talks to crea¬ 
tures great and small but fails to 
communicate effectively with fellow 
humans - including us - in a special 
effects-clogged odyssey inspired 
by Hugh Lofting’s 1922 book The 
Voyages Of Doctor Dolittle. 

Director Stephen Gaghan, who 
won an Academy Award almost 20 
years ago for his adapted screenplay 
for the grihy thriller Traffic, searches 
in vain for animal magic as he shep¬ 
herds a fitfully fantastical caper from 
the streets of Victorian London to 
far-flung island locales. 

En route, Antonio Banderas buck¬ 
les a swash as a salty seadog, who 
appears to have been shipwrecked 
from the Pirates Of The Caribbean 
franchise, and Michael Sheen barely 
registers as Dolittle’s scheming rival, 
who is dismissed as a “chinless won¬ 
der” by the eponymous medic. 

Downey Jr walks the same plank 
of intentional weirdness as Johnny 
Depp’s Jack Sparrow by adopting 
a strangulated Welsh accent, which 
varies in thickness from one scene 
to the next. 

It’s a perplexing creative choice 
by the - star with no dramatic payoff. 

Humour misses the mark with 
alarming frequency and a climactic 
comic set-piece involves the doctor 
forcibly unclogging a creature’s 
swollen bowels. 

He inhales a gale-force blast of 
flatulence as a reward. Regrettably, 
it’s not the only thing that stinks. 

Following the death of his 
adventurer wife (Kasia Smutniak), 
gifted veterinarian Dr John Dolittle 
(Downey Jr) closes the doors to his 
animal hospital. 

He becomes a recluse, surrounded 
by a menagerie of chums including 
bespectacled lurcher Jip (voiced 


by Tom Holland), wise macaw 
Polynesia (Dame Emma Thompson), 
self-doubting gorilla Chee-Chee 
(Rami Malek), polar bear Yoshi 
(John Cena) and ostrich Plimpton 
(Kumail Nanjiani). 

The unexpected intrusion of a 
boy called Tommy Stubbins (Harry 
Collett) coincides with an urgent 
summons to Buckingham Palace. 

Queen Victoria (Jessie Buckley) 
has been poisoned with a pernicious 
variety of nightshade and the only 
remedy is the fruit of the mythical 
Eden tree. 

Dolittle and fledgling apprentice 
Tommy head to an isle of bandits 
and thieves ruled by King Rassouli 
(Banderas), with fierce rival Dr Blair 
Mudfly (Sheen) in hot pursuit. 

Alas, an ill wind blows through 
the expedition and Dolittle fears his 
gallant efforts will be in vain. 

“I can sniff defeat like a truffle 
pig,” he snorts. 

Dolittle does little to engage 
family audiences, interspersing a 
haphazard storyline with digitally 
rendered critters including a venge¬ 
ful tiger (Ralph Fiennes) and para¬ 
noid squirrel (Craig Robinson). 

Downey Jr doesn’t lay claim to a 
single laugh in 101 minutes while 
Nanjiani fares slightly better as the 
self-loathing ostrich, who opines: 
“My father was right about me. He 
said I should have been an omelette.” 

Every time his flightless bird 
buries his head in the sand, we 
contemplate joining him.

Seven miles beneath the surface of 
the Pacific Ocean, no-one can hear 
you scream. 

Director William Eubank soaks up 
inspiration from the Alien franchise 
and The Abyss to plug holes in a 
water-logged sci-fi horror, which pits 
a small crew of hapless humans 
against gnarled creatures, which 
have been disturbed by our relentless 
plundering of the planet’s resources. 

“We’re not supposed to be down 
here,” whispers one hastily sketched 
character, hammering home the 
message that Mother Nature has 
every right to retaliate against greedy 
intruders. 

Those ominous words could apply 
to Eubank’s pedestrian, derivative 
jaunt, which systemically feeds the 
cast to monstrosities that lurk in the 
dark until the most likely suspects 
take a courageous final stand. 

Kristen Stewart’s tormented her¬ 
oine, who is scarred by a tragedy 
that parachutes abruptly into conver¬ 
sation in the final reel, is modelled 
heavily on Sigourney Weaver’s 
Ripley, replete with breathless 
sprints down labyrinthine corridors 
in figure-hugging undergarments. 

A couple of action sequences 
are rendered incomprehensible by 
the light-starved, sub-aquatic set¬ 
ting and, when characters abandon 
common sense to linger in a claus¬ 
trophobic location or stray where 
they shouldn’t, you can comfortably 
brace for a jump shock. 

Nora Price (Stewart) is a Tian 
Industries mechanical engineer at 
the Kepler drilling station perched 
close to the crescent-shaped Mariana 
Trench. 



A devastating tremor causes catastrophic 
failures to the station’s integrity and most of the 
crew perish as the structure implodes. 

Nora sprints to temporary safe haven with 
fellow engineer Rodrigo Nagenda (Mamoudou 
Athie) where she is reunited with Captain 
Lucien (Vincent Cassell) and three fellow sur¬ 
vivors - research assistant Emily Haversham 
(Jessica Henwick), her sweetheart Liam Smith 
(John Gallagher Jr) and teddy bear-obsessed 
oaf Paul Abel (TJ Miller). 

A detailed assessment of the station’s func¬ 
tionality reveals that an energy core meltdown 
will decimate what remains of the Kepler 
facility. 

Captain Lucien proposes a daring course 
of action: slip into pressurised body suits and 
undertake a perilous one-mile walk in the dark 
along the bottom of the ocean to neighbouring 
Roebuck Station. 

In the inky void, the group encounter a small, 
deformed creature with taloned tentacles that 
appears to be feeding on bodies of co-workers. 

“It’s probably not a good time to ask but is 
that a baby?” quips Paul, pointing to the tiny 
creature as something larger and deadlier floats 
unseen a few metres away. 

Underwater doesn’t waste time treading 
aqua before Stewart and co-stars are soaked, 
bleeding and staring death in the face. 

The script’s hurried approach to storytelling 
gives us little time to contemplate minor crimes 
against logic or clunky dialogue. 

The cast embrace the physical demands of 
their underwritten roles, while Miller makes the 
most of limited screen time as the designated 
comic relief. 

A tepid romantic subplot is surplus to 


requirements and poses a moral dilemma that 
can only have one lacklustre outcome.

AT the beginning of this 
year, I said I was going 
to be testing more EVs in 
2020. 

Thanks to Kia, I have now 
experienced my first electric 
vehicle in the form of the new 
Kia e-Niro ‘First Edition’. 

I was dead against testing any 
sort of EV, but after a week 
of living with the new e-Niro, 
Em happy to report that’s it’s 
absolutely brilliant. 

Power and efficiency: The 
e-Niro I tested was fitted with 
a permanent magnet AC syn¬ 
chronous type 64 kWh electric 
motor which develops 201bhp 
and 395Nm of torque which feels 
very lively and more than happy 
to be driven hard on the motor¬ 
way or rumble around in urban 
towns or a large city. 

Of course, it’s an (EV), which 
means it goes like stink and the 
electric motor that propels you 
from zero to hero in no time at all 
is powered by a bank of batteries 
that are capable of storing a large 
amount of electricity. 

As for the range. I’m happy to 
report that I travelled over 280 
miles on one full charge. 

When comes to performance, 
the e-Niro is more than capable 
of reaching 0-60 in just over 7.5 
seconds and in no time at all, 
it will reach a top speed of 104 
mph. 

Not super fast, but the speed 
limits on the UK roads are only 
70mph max, so that means 
there’s plenty left in reserve for 
the overtaking manoeuvres you 


can make at every opportunity. 
On a standing start from the 
traffic lights, could could be 
performing a ‘Santa Pod’ style 
scenario with the car next to you. 

Driving range: The Niro is 
pretty good on a full charge 
(280 miles). Get the e-Niro into 
city mode and that can increase 
by quite a lot. So as you can 
see from the figures here, it’s 
pretty good. The battery capacity 
is 180Ah with 294 cells and a 
weight of 457(Kg)- rhis means 
nothing to me because I’m not a 
scientist, but to some of you, it 
probably means so much more. 

On the road: There is extra 
weight that you need to factor in 
due to carrying many batteries, 
but to be honest, it felt just like 
any other crossover you care to 
mention and it felt better than the 
petrol version of the Niro out on 
the open road.

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Stuttering Italians give Wales 
a comfortable start to the Six 

Nations 


FOR the new Welsh coach, Wayne 
Pivac, a game at home to Italy was 
always going to be a gentle intro¬ 
duction to the Six Nations, and a 
42-0 win confirmed this. 

You can never quarrel with a shut out, 
and it was achieved against an Italian side 
with threatening backs who, on the day, 
promised a lot more than they achieved. 

Italy also put pressure on the Welsh 
scrum, a useful reality check for what lies 
ahead. 

However, the 42-0 seoreline flattered 
Wales, and it’s worth remembering that 
with five minutes to go, Wales were still 
chasing that bonus point fourth try. 

Compared to the fierce commitment that 
marked the Ireland Scotland game an hour 
later, it was all a bit bloodless, with Wales 
having the game in their pocket after just 
20 minutes. 

Still, as the old saying goes, you can 
only beat what’s in front of you, and 
Wales were cool, enterprising, and effi- 
eient, right from the word go. The first 
Welsh possession went through 13 phases, 
with scrum half Tomos Williams making 
the first of several breaks, and it ended 
with a penalty on the Italian 22, which Dan 
Biggar kicked. 

Italy responded with their own 12-phase 
attack, which concluded with a clever 
inside pass that put left wing Mattia Bellini 
through, and it needed a fine tackle from 
Biggar to stop the attack. 

Wales turned the ball over and cleared, 
and two minutes later they nearly scored a 
try. Johnny McNichol, making his debut 
on the right wing, kicked ahead, Leigh 
Halfpenny contested the ball and it broke 
to Tomos Williams who went over. 

However, referee Luke Pierce asked 
the TMO to check, and it turned out that 
Halfpenny had nudged it forward. 

Wales had to settle for another Biggar 
penalty a minute later. Soon after, a stray 
boot caught McNicholl in the face, forcing 
him to leave the field for a HIA, and Nick 
Tompkins came on to make his debut, 
slotting in at centre with George North 
moving to the right wing. 

Italy were penalised in the Welsh half 
and Biggar sent a great kick deep into the 
22. From the line out, Wales moved the 
ball left, and then right, and a try looked 
likely, but North was unable to hold onto a 
very fast pass from Williams. 

Italy broke out, kicked ahead and 
Halfpenny returned the ball with a high 
kick. Tomos Williams regained the ball, 
kicked for the line but was over-hauled by 
the Italian defenders who touched down 

However, referee Pearce had spotted 
a trip on Halfpenny, and Biggar made it 
three penalties out of three, this time from 
45 metres, and it was 9-0. 


Italy continued to look threatening, but 
their attackers were too often isolated from 
their support, and Wales were picking up 
penalties for holding on. 

From one such penalty. Bigger kicked 
to the Italian 22 metre line. They say you 
can’t score from first phase possession 
these days, but Wales did just that. They 
moved the ball left along the line, with 
no elaborate tricks, and Tompkins sent 
a perfect pass to Leigh Halfpenny, who 
fed Josh Adams, and he had too much 
power for the covering tacklers. Biggar’s 
conversion missed by about a foot. 

It was 20 minutes gone, 14-0, and sup¬ 
posedly too early to declare the game safe, 
but Italy looked beaten. 

Their full back, Matteo Minozzi, seemed 
to sum up their problems. He’s a real box 
of tricks, throwing side steps galore, but 
this was one of those days when, whenever 
he should have zigged, he zagged. There’s 
something slightly dispiriting about 
watching an 11-stone back sidestep into a 
17-stone forward. 

Five minutes later, Adams scored his 
second try. A Welsh attack was halted 
near the Italian line, and Biggar called for 
a pass from Williams, and then improvised 
a quick between-the-legs pass to Adams, 
who nipped over. This time Biggar con¬ 
verted and it was 21-0. 

Five minutes later, Tomos Williams had 
another chance to score, after he charged 
down a clearance kick. He was all alone 
with the line unprotected, but the ball 
bounced above his head and slipped from 
his grasp. 

Just before half time, Italy had a good 
chance to get on the scoresheet, but Wales 
held a determined drive from a five-metre 
line out. 

On the restart, Wales continued to have 
possession and ehances, but they started 
to go astray. North had a chance to put 
Adams away, but threw a poor pass. 

Italy put an attaek together and won a 
penalty under the posts when the Welsh 
scrum collapsed. The Italian captain and 
hooker, Luca Bigi, opted for the scrum and 
called his pack together, giving detailed 
instructions for some move. 

However, it came to nothing and Wales 
were able to clear, and that failure to put 
points on the board would cost Italy later - 
and give Josh Adams his hat-trick.

Justin Tipuric was announeed as the 
man of the mateh - well deserved - and 
Italy had possession elose to their own 
line, with the elock in the red zone. 

However, that failure to put points on 
the board meant that they launched a 
monumentally risky counter attack and, 
when they lost possession. Josh Adams, as 
any great winger is, was still hungry and 
he burst onto a short pass and was over. A 
third try for him, a second conversion for 
Halfpenny, and a final scoreline of 42-0. 

Wayne Pivac will surely be a contented 
man, but his team will have taken note 
of the intensity that Ireland and Scotland 
brought to the game. From the Welsh point 
of view, the concussion protocols will pre¬ 
sumably mean that Ireland’s highly rated 
No 8, Caelan Doris, will be unavailable for 
next Saturday in Dublin. 

It’s stating the obvious, but we will all 
have a better idea of where Wales are next 
week when the final whistle blows at the 
Aviva Stadium.
